IMPROVEMENT OF THE LAW. 


There was opened in Washington yesterday a conference of 
jurists and lawyers representing the ablest men in the legal pro­ 
fession in the United States, called to consider ways and means 
for the improvement of the law. The meeting promises to be 
momentous in its results in removing one of the gravest causes 
of popular dissatisfaction with the work of the courts and of the 
widesprea d distrust of legal processes as they work out in prac­ 
tice. It was inspired by a broad and far-reaching vision of ser­ 
vice to mankind. 
This movement, to which Chief Justice Taft, the Chief Jus­ 
tices of most of the »State Supreme Courts and Judges and law­ 
yers of experience and national distinction have given their 
adherence, has a remote connection only with the kindred ef­ 
fort in which the bar associations of the country, State and na­ 
tional, have been engaged for J ears to bring about a simplifica­ 
tion of court procedure and the removal of the technicalities and 
delays which have closed the doors of the temple of justice to so 
many of the people .seeking the protection of the laws. 
It is a reproach and an anomaly that there should be un­ 
certainty where men look for equity and justice. If the Ameri­ 
can Law Institute spall contribute to the removal of that element 
of reproach, it will have achieved an end worthy of the highest 
ideals of the legal profession and of inestimable benefit to the 
coming generations.

momentous in its results in removing one of the gravest causes 
of popular dissatisfaction with the work of the courts and of the 
widespread distrust of legal processes as they work out in prac­ 
tice. 
It was inspired by a broad and far-reaching vision of ser­ 
vice to mankind. 
This movement, to which Chief Justice Taft, the Chief Jus­ 
tices of most of the State Supreme Courts and Judges and law­ 
yers of experience and national distinction have given their 
adherence, has a remote connection only with the kindred ef­ 
fort in which the bar associations of the country, State and na­ 
tional, have been engaged for }ears to bring about a simplifica­ 
tion of court procedure and the removal of the technicalities and 
delays which have closed the doors of the temple of justice to so 
many of the people .seeking the protection of the laws. 
It is a reproach and an anomaly that there should be un­ 
certainty where men look for equity and justice. 
If the Ameri­ 
can Law Institute spali contr]oute to the removal of that element 
of reproach, it will have achieved an end worthy of the highest 
ideals of the legal profession and of inestimable benefit lo the 
coming generations.
